A  planning  session  for  Regional  Librarians  will  be  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  Depository  Library- 
Council  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  The  meeting  will  take 
place  on  Wednesday,  March  9th,  between  3:45  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  at 
the  Sheraton-Charleston  (site  of  the  Spring  Council  meeting).

A  full  day  workshop  covering  the  basics  of  intellectual  property: 
patents,  trademarks  and  copyrights,  featuring  speakers  from  the

The  review  will  include  information  on 
the  media  in  which  products  will  be  issued  and  the  release 
schedules  for  these  products.  The  Census  Bureau  will  also 
provide  a  description  of  user  services  activities  related  to  the 
catalog,  monthly  product  announcement,  and  monthly  newsletter;

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OCTOBER  1987  DEPOSITORY  LIBRARY  COUNCIL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  to  the  Public  Printer  that  the 
Library  Programs  Service  continue  to  list  the  Corrections  for  Previous 
Monthly  Catalogs  in  each  issue  of  the  Monthly  Catalog/  and  to  cumulate 
the  corrections  in  the  annual  index  volume.    The  proposal  to  delete  one 
or  the  other  should  be  considered  only  when  a  suitable  substitute  is 
available  for  all  recipients  of  the  Monthly  Catalog. 

Rationale:    Council  recognizes  the  variety  of  ways  in  which  depository 
libraries  and  other  recipients  currently  use  this  informa- 
tion.   Both  the  timeliness  of  the  monthly  corrections  and 
the  convenience  of  the  annual  cumulation  are  important  to 
users.    Substitute  information  provided  exclusively  to  de- 
positories will  not  address  the  needs  of  non-depository 
recipients. 

The  Depository  Library  Council  has  no  objections  to  the  Library  Programs 
Service  proposal  to  discontinue  the  listing  of  New  Classification  Numbers 
in  the  Monthly  Catalog. 

Rationale:    Alternative  sources  such  as  the  Shipping  List  or  the  new 
"Weekly  Updates"  to  the  List  of  Classes  are  adequate  to 
handle  the  depository  library  requirements  for  this  inform- 
ation and  should  prove  to  be  more  timely  than  the  Monthly 
Catalog.    However/  the  Depository  Library  Council  advises  the 
Public  Printer  that  this  proposal  may  not  meet  the  needs  of 
non-depository  recipients  of  the  Monthly  Catalog. 

The  Depository  Library  Council  applauds  the  Public  Printer  for  the  esta- 
blishment of  the  Information  Technology  Program  (ITP)  and  the  appointment 
of  Jan  Erickson  to  head  that  effort.    The  Depository  Library  Council  needs 
to  be  an  active  participant  in  the  planning  for  production  and  dissemina- 
tion of  information  in  electronic  format.    As  the  request  for  FY  1989  GPO 
appropriations/  which  will  include  funds  for  pilot  projects/  will  be  sub- 
mitted prior  to  the  Spring  Depository  Library  Council  meeting/  Council 
offers  its  help  in  the  development  of  plans  for  pilot  projects  through  a 
subcommittee  of  Council.    The  Chair  will  appoint  the  members  of  the  sub- 
committee. 

Rationale:    Because  of  the  significant  impact  of  dissemination  of  electron- 
ic information  to  depository  libraries/  Council  should  be  an  active 
partner  with  GPO  in  planning  and  seeking  funding  for  pilot  pro- 
jects.   The  Depository  Library  Council  subcommittee  can  bring 
the  depository  library  perspective  to  the  ITP  planning  process 
and  strengthen  Depository  Library  Council  understanding  of  this 
vital  issue. 

The  Depository  Library  Council  wishes  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Docu- 
ments/ Library  Programs  Service  personnel  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for 
sponsoring  the  October  13th  workshop  on  the  1990  Census.    Council  feels  the 
next  step  should  be  the  formation  of  a  planning  committee  by  the  Public 
Printer  to  work  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  to  identify  and  meet  depository 
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library  users  needs  for  Census  products.    The  committee  should  include 
representatives  from  GPO,  the  Depository  Library  Council/  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Printing/  the  Census  Bureau  and  a  depository  librarian 
associated  with  a  State  Data  Center.    The  Depository  Library  Council 
further  recommends  that  the  Chief  of  the  Depository  Administration  Branch 
be  designated  liaison  between  the  Committee  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Rationale:    The  Library  Programs  Service  should  take  immediate  advantage 
of  the  Census  Bureau's  strongly  expressed  interest  in  meeting 
depository  library  needs  by  extablishing  the  Committee  and  a 
liaison  in  order  to  satisfy/  at  the  minimum/  the  following 
depository  library  needs: 

1.  Advance  identification  and  early  notification  to  de- 
pository libraries  of  Census  publication  plans  so 
that  libraries  will  be  able  to  evaluate  their  current 
item  selections  and  revise  them  well  before  publication/ 
including : 

a.  Early  surveys  of  depository  libraries  for  Census 
products  new  to  the  system/  with  provision  of  geo- 
graphical selectivity  by  state  for  all  possible 
products  -  particularly  bulky  microfiche  sets. 

b.  Early  notification  of  depository  libraries  (a  year 
before  actual  survey/  if  possible)  regarding  machine 
readable  products  such  as  CD-ROM  which  will  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  depository  system.    This  should  in- 
clude clear  and  detailed  descriptions  of  hardware 
and  software  needed  for  their  use,  so  the  libraries 
may  fit  these  needs  into  their  budgets  and  fundrais- 
ing  plans. 

2.  Acquisitions  and  dissemination  to  depository  libraries  of 
all  Census  print  and  microfiche  products/  and/  at  least/ 
those  electronic  products  (such  as  CD-ROM  and  floppy  disks) 
that  can  be  used  on  a  microcomputer. 

5.  The  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  to  the  Public  Printer  that  a 
serials  control  system  be  implemented  at  the  Library  Programs  Service. 

Rationale:    The  Library  Programs  Service  urgently  needs  the  capability  to 
insure  that  all  issues  of  serials  are  received  and  distributed 
through  the  depository  system.    This  control  mechanism  would 
provide  the  Library  Programs  Service  with  information  essential 
to  make  timely  and  concerted  efforts  to  acquire  missing  issues. 
Depository  libraries  experience  significant  problems  with  miss- 
ing issues  due  to  the  absence  of  adequate  serial  controls  within 
LPS. 

6.  Once  a  specification  for  paper  permanence  is  formally  adopted  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Printing/  the  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  that  the 
Public  Printer  notify  government  publishers  of  the  availability  of  permanent 
paper  and  the  benefits  of  using  it.    The  Depository  Library  Council  re- 
commends that  GPO  encourage  the  use  of  permanent  paper  for  publications  with 
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enduring  research  value. 

Rationale:    The  library  community  has  expressed  to  Council  a  concern 
about  the  deterioration  of  older  government  documents 
printed  on  acidic  paper.    Council  shares  this  concern  and 
believes  that  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  should  in- 
clude considerations  of  archival  life  in  paper  specifica- 
tions in  order  to  minimize  this  problem  in  the  future. 

7.  The  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  to  the  Public  Printer  that  the 
Government  Printing  Office  review  its  original  agreement  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Energy  for  the  provision  of  bibliographic  access  to  energy  in- 
formation through  Energy  Research  Abstracts  rather  than  the  Monthly 
Catalog.    The  recent  proposal  by  the  Department  of  Energy  to  eliminate 
the  paper  version  of  Energy  Research  Abstracts  may  weaken  the  intent  of 
the  original  agreement. 

Rationale:    The  Department  of  Energy's  proposal  to  stop  paper  production 
of  Energy  Research  Abstracts  has  the  potential  to  seriously 
reduce  the  bibliographic  access  by  depository  libraries  and 
abstract  users  to  energy  information.    Such  a  move  would 
leave  the  user  community  with  Government  Reports  Announcements/ 
which  currently  has  no  abstracts  or  analytics/  or  the  ERA 
equivalent  on-line  database/  which  many  libraries  cannot  afford. 

8.  When  additional  bound  editions  of  the  Congressional  Record  are  to  published/ 
the  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  to  the  Public  Printer  that  dual 
format  distribution  be  reinstated  for  depository  libraries. 

Rationale:    The  Congressional  Record  is  a  standard  reference  source  and  a 

primary  historical  document.    A  wide  variety  of  library  patrons 
make  extensive  use  of  this  title.    Depositories  should  have  the 
option  of  paper  copy  as  well  as  fiche  copy  for  such  an  important 
source.    The  Depository  Library  Council  recognizes  that  this 
cannot  be  implemented  for  Volume  131  which  is  already  in  produc- 
tion. 

9.  The  Depository  Library  Council  commends  the  Library  Programs  Service  for 
increasing  efficiency  in  the  depository  inspection  program  and  encourages 
the  implementation  of  a  three-year  inspection  cycle.    In  support  of  this 
goal/  Council  recommends  that  the  Library  Programs  Service  fill  the  vacant 
inspector  position  as  expeditiously  as  possible  while  maintaining  established 
qualification  standards. 

10.  The  Depository  Library  Council  is  concerned  with  the  undistributed  microfiche 
currently  embargoed  due  to  litigation.    Council  suggests  that  the  title  and 
SuDoc  numbers  of  the  documents  in  that  microfiche  be  made  available  in  Admin- 
istrative Notes  and  that  the  Library  Programs  Service  develop  a  tracking 
system  to  identify  the  status  of  all  titles  and  issues  between  the  print 
order  and  mailing  of  the  titles  and  issues/  regardless  of  format. 

Rationale:    Repeated  inquiries  to  the  Library  Programs  Service  and  members 
of  Council  could  be  handled  more  effectively  by  having  the 
titles  and  SuDoc  numbers  of  the  documents  in  question.

Subject:    Format  of  Publications  Distributed  to  Depository  Libraries 
Policy. 

Publications  will  be  sent  to  depository  libraries  in  either  paper  or  microfiche 
format.    Distribution  will  be  made  in  microfiche  rather  than  paper  format, 
when  appropriate,  to  minimize  the  cost  of  printing  and  binding  and  to  help 
alleviate  space  problems  in  depository  libraries.    Some  series  and  types 
of  documents  may  be  distributed  in  both  formats,  when  it  is  cost  effective 
for  the  Federal  Government  and  beneficial  to  the  library  community.  In 
such  cases,  selective  depository  libraries  may  choose  to  receive  paper 
or  microfiche  format,  but  not  both.    Regional  depositories  will  receive 
documents  in  hard  copy  and  microfiche  when  both  formats  are  distributed. 

Documents  published  by  Federal  agencies  in  microfiche  will  be  distributed 
to  depository  libraries  in  that  format .    Documents  published  in  paper  format 
will  be  reviewed  for  suitability  for  conversion  to  microfiche.  Primary 
considerations  will  be  the  physical  characteristics  of  a  publication,  the 
nature  of  its  content,  and  its  relationship  to  other  publications.  Consistency 
of  format  and  optimum  usability  of  depository  collections  will  be  continuing 
objectives. 

The  following  guidelines  will  be  applied  to  determine  whether  publications 
are  suitable  for  distribution  in  microfiche  format: 

a.  Documents  whose  physical  characteristics  make  them  unsuitable  for 
microfiche  conversion  will  be  distributed  in  paper,  when  possible, 
regardless  of  other  considerations.    These  characteristics  include: 
(1)  height  greater  than  11"  or  width  greater  than  14",  including 
publications  that  contain  foldouts  or  are  accompanied  by  other  materials 
that  exceed  11"  high  or  14"  wide;  (2)  color  or  half-tone  illustrations 
that  are  essential  for  use;  (3)  continuous  tone  photographs; 

(4)  characters  that  are  illegible  or  smaller  than  six  point  type; 

(5)  updates  and  inserts  required  (  e.g.  looseleaf  services);  and 

(6)  paper  other  than  white. 

b.  Popular  and  consumer  oriented  publications  will  not  be  distributed 
in  microfiche.    Two  factors  in  determining  whether  a  publication 
falls  into  this  category  are  the  topic  and  the  intended  audience. 
Nontechnical  documents  on  subjects  like  gardening,  child  care,  etc., 
will  not  be  converted.    Publications  intended  for  the  general  public, 
high  school  students,  the  homeowner,  the  elderly,  etc.,  also  will 

not  be  converted.    Most  brochures  and  pamphlets  fall  into  this  category. 

c.  Documents  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  news  or  public  awareness 
of  Federal  programs  and  activities  will  be  distributed  in  paper 
format.    In  particular,  this  includes  newsletters,  bulletins,  circulars, 
and  periodicals  in  a  magazine  format. 
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d.  Standard  reference  works  will  be  distributed  to  depository  libraries 
in  paper  format.    Standard  reference  works  are  defined  as  documents 
that  are  of  broad  interest  and  designed  by  arrangement  and  treatment 
to  be  consulted  for  definite  information,  rather  than  continuous 
reading.,  Examples  of  such  publications  are  dictionaries,  directories, 
indexes,  almanacs,  bibliographies,  handbooks,  manuals  and  guides, 
telephone  books,  and  publication  catalogs. 

e.  Law  reference  publications,  except  bills,  will  be  distributed  in  paper 
or  both  formats.    Law  reference  publications  include  regulations,  rules, 
instructions,  orders,  interpretations,  opinions,  decisions,  laws,  and 
bills.    Bills  will  be  distributed  in  microfiche  format  only. 

f.  Posters,  maps,  charts,  and  pictures  will  be  distributed  in  paper 
format.    Exceptions  may  be  allowed  for  large  map  sets  that  are  usable 
in  microfiche  format. 

g.  Documents  less  than  14  pages  in  length  will  not  be  converted  to  micro- 
fiche, because  it  is  not  cost  effective.    Exceptions  to  this  are  in- 
dividual issues  of  series,  single  volumes,  or  transmittals,  when  the 
original  document  or  series  was  distributed  in  microfiche  format. 

h.  Doouments  classified  as  addresses  (typically  speeches)  will  be  distri- 
buted in  paper  format. 

i.  Annual  reports  that  describe  the  missions  and  activities  of  major 
Federal  agencies,  and  other  organizations  of  particular  interest, 
will  be  distributed  in  paper  format.    Significant  compilations  of 
statistics  issued  as  annual  reports  by  government  bodies  at  all 
levels  also  will  be  distributed  in  hard  copy.    Annual  reports  for 

most  smaller  or  subordinate  organizations  and  programs  will  be  converted 
to  microfiche  format  for  distribution. 

j.    Proceedings  and  papers  from  symposia,  conferences,  or  meetings  will 
be  converted  to  microfiche  for  distribution. 

k.    Scientific  and  technical  publications  will  be  distributed  in  microfiche 
format.    This  category  includes  publications  intended  for  a  specialized 
audience  and  that  provide  technical  treatment  of  any  subject  or  report 
research  on  scientific  and  technical  subjects. 

1.    Documents  that  are  primarily  compilations  of  statistics  compiled  from 

surveys  and  on  specialized  topics  will  be  distributed  in  microfiche  format. 
Exceptions  to  this  are  major  statistical  compilations  issued  annually 
by  Federal  agencies,  which  are  considered  standard  reference  works. 

m.    Documents  intended  for  use  by  or  of  particular  interest  to  librarians 
(for  example  documents  published  by  the  Library  of  Congress)  will 
be  distributed  in  the  format  in  which  they  are  originated. 

n.    Corrections,  errata,  updates,  etc.,  will  be  distributed  in  the  same 
format  as  the  original  work. 

o.    Publications  for  the  visually  impaired  will  remain  in  paper  format. 
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This  policy  peVtains  to  all  U.S.  Government  documents  subject  to  distribution 
to  depository  libraries. 

Application. 

a.  This  policy  will  be  applied  in  the  following  manner,  based  on  the  way 
in  which  documents  are  issued: 

(1)  Serials.    Serials  are  publications  issued  in  successive  parts, 
usually  bearing  a  numerical  or  chronological  designation,  and 
intended  to  be  continued  indefinitely.    A  decision  to  distribute 
a  serial  in  microfiche  format  will  apply  to  all  future  issues. 
Serials  may  be  divided  into  three  categories: 

(a)  Monographic  series.    These  are  groups  of  publications  related 
to  one  another  by  the  fact  that  each  item  bears,  in  addition 
to  its  own  title,  a  collective  title  applying  to  the  group 

as  a  whole.    Series  may  be  numbered  or  unnumbered.  Earlier 
numbers  of  numbered  serials  will  not  usually  be  converted. 

(b)  Periodicals .    These  are  dated  publications  issued  three  or 
more  times  a  year.    Conversion  of  a  periodical  will  begin 
with  the  first  issue  of  the  volume  or  year. 

(c)  Semiannual,  annual,  and  biennial  publications.    These  are 
publications  issued  twice  a  year,  once  a  year,  and  every 
two  years,  respectively. 

(2)  Monographs.    Monographs  are  defined  as  publications  complete  in 
one  part  or  a  finite  number  of  separate  parts.    An  individual 
decision  as  to  distribution  format  will  be  required  for  each 
monograph . 

b.  The  Director,  Library  Programs  Service,  is  responsible  for  (1)  ensuring 
the  publications  are  distributed  to  depository  libraries  in  the  appropriate 
format;  (2)  conversion  of  hard  copy  publications  to  microfiche  format 

and  production  of  depository  copies;  and  (3)  providing  accurate  counts 
for  ordering  publications  to  appropriate  officials,  including  the  GPO 
Customer  Service  Department,  Regional  Printing  Procurement  Offices, 
and  other  Federal  agencies. 

c.  Exceptions  to* this  policy  must  be  authorized  by  the  Director,  Library 
Programs  Service  or  his/her  authorized  designate.
